Dies. 

After an illness of \ week-. Mrs. 

Sally Stone died at the lOsideoceof 
her son, Henry L. Stone,Louisville, 
on Friday morning. She was al- 
most ;>:; years old, having been 
bom Mm i' Ii 15, 1816, in Mont- 
gomery county. Ky. She was the 
widow of Gen. Samuel Slone, 

whom ahe married August 6, 1885. 
lie was born December 26, iT'.iT, 
near Boooeeboro, but resided the 

greater part of his life near 
Sharpaburg, where his children 
were born. In ls:,l he removed 
with his w'fe and six sons to Fut- 
miiii county, Ind. His death 

Occurred January II. 1878. 

Mrs. Stone's maiden name was 
Sal lie Lane, the youngest child of 
(.'ol. James Haulage Lane, who 
emigrated in an early day from 
Loudon county, Va., and built the 
first dwelling house in Montgomery 
county, Kv. 

With the exception of about two 
years, Mrs. Stone had made her 
home since 1869, a period of forty 
years, in the family of her son, 
Henry L. Stone. The latter and 
Dr Richard French Stone, of In- 
dianapolis, Ind., are her only sur- 
viving children. 

Mrs. Stone retained her intellec- 
tual vigor, literary taste and con- 
versational powers to a remarkable 
degree until her last illness. 

She. had been a faithful member 
of the Christian Church for more 
than seventy years. 

The interment was in the family 
lot at Greencastlo, Ind., on Satur- 
day afternoon.

Inereaaa in th* price ol grain and 
foodstuff throughout India has become 
a serious matter on account of the 
poverty of the masses and the low 
wages pal. I for labor, according to a 
report made by Consul General Wil- 
liam B. Michael to the bureau of man- 
ufactnraa. lie says that foodstuffs 
have advanced 40 per cent, during the 
last two yours in India, while rents 
have advanced from r.n to fin per cent. 

The cause of this advance Is as- 
cribed by some, he sn\s. to the ex- 
port of too much grain and oilier food 
commodities from th* country, thus 
limiting the supply gad enabling a 
certain class of speculators to raise 
the price of foodstuffs 

There Is discontent among all 
classes, except the very wealthy, he 
cause It Is almost impossible to live 
becomingly on present salaries and 
dally wages.
